oxcrciso, cloanllnops, and so forth. Slany 
of tho simplest details of cur daily life in- 
volvo Important chomicnl principles, tho 
recognition of which encourages ca'roful 
regimen and attention to many mattors 
whidi aro apt to bo r.oglootod. Amonu the 
experiments u'-° aro constantly making1 aro 
those which depend on tbo interact'lons' of 
various lorma of food, solid and liquid, with 
tho various fluids produced within tho body, 
these fluids, being themselves tho products 
ol' chemical combinations and changes not 
within out control, or but very slightly. 


It ncnd hardly bo said that-whcro thQ 


body is being treated with medicines of- 
various sorts, important chemical oxperi- 
ir.cr.ts aro in progress which it is hotter for 
many reasons to-undcrstacd. 
Of course,, 


for most persons under a course of medical 
treatment, implicit obedionco to tho in- 
nUT.ctions of tho doutor is proper and neo- 
essary.

ing them. By this they avoid such unwise 
interference with their plans as might bo 
suggested to some an;ong.v their moro in- 
quisitive pationts. Jiat on i-ho other hand, 
ill-informed patients nro apt to neglect de- 
tails which thoy mistakenly regarded as 
unimportant. A doctor, for instance, tells a 
patient to take ?omo medicine half an ho:ir 
after meals, and perhaps for a few days the 
patient tends to tho injunction. But after 
u -whilo lip beoomea careless, and from time 
lo time allows the proper time to pass, and 
n»t knowing any reason for supposing that 
tho injunction as to timo is Important, ho 
lakes the medicine before meals instead o( 
alter. 
A little knowledge of chemistry 


would show him that tho change, instead of 
being n matter of no moment may entirely 
alter, or even reverse, tao affect of tho medi- 
cine-. 


Chemical experiments with the body, 


though cheap where they belong either to 
scio:itificaily conducted regimen or lo judi- 
cious control of the body by mcciicalj appli- 
ances, are apt to be very dear indeed where 
there is insufficient knowledge. Chemical 
reactions which are very interesting when. | 
watched in a laboratory may produce in- 
tense discomfort, danger or even death, 
when they proceed with tho experimenter's 
body. A little.knowledge is hero a danger- 
ous thing, unless tho learner is content to 
recognize tho limits of his Icnowlodgo as in- 
dicating tho necessity either for further 
study or for obedience to the suggestions and 
injunction.-! oC those who know moro,

II proper 
earn were taken to 'sea that those socking 
introductions ivero what they professed to 
be, tho operations of theso gentry would bo 
rendered much more difficult. 


"Pcoplo ought at least to bo as careful in 


maintaining the Btandard of social life as 
thoy habitually aro in regard to their busi- 
ness transactions. 
No man of ordinary 


prudence will enter into business relations 
with a stranger which put it In tho power'ol 
tbo latter to injuro his credit or commercial 
standing in tho community'byraisconduct- 
or negligence, without making full inquiry 
and assuring himself, as far as possible, of 
the reliability of tho other. Shrewd- and 
successful merchants aro very careful as to 
whose paper they incicrse, or whom they 
recommend to positions of trust nnd re- 
sponsibility. 
A littlo ol Uio same caution 


and careful investigation of tho claims oT 
those who rorrue&t the social indorsement 
of an introduction would 3avo mnny un- 
ploasaut scandals and do much to preserve 
the touo of society. The practice of giving 
indiscriminate introductions urgently needs 
reformation, and 'jowhoro moro than in 
Now York."

City correspondent to tba Salt LiVoJVrt- 
ime The first day we traveled ftuout thirty 
miles and camped on tho Carson river be- 
low Fort Churchill.
